Why is u that Catholic priests 
do not marry? When and why 
was this law enacted? 

Priests de not marry because 
they have voluntarily bound 
| themselves by the law of celi- 
‘bacy. This is not a Divine law, 
It is a disciplinary law of the 
iChurch. 

The Church bases this law on 
ithe divine counsels of our Lord 
and the inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit. On one occasion Christ 
declared to His listeners: “If any 
Spee come to me, and hate not 
and wife, 
‘and children, and brethren and 
sisters, yea, and his own life 
he cannot be my disciple’ 
Luke xiv, 26). Im other 
words His disciples must wil- 
lingly give up all that are near 
and dear to them in order to fol- 
low Him. His first disciples did 
this for we find St. Peter saying 
to Christ: “Behold we have left 
all things. and have followed 
thee: what therefore shail we 
have?” The Lord answered him 
'thus: “Everyone that hath lef: 
‘house, or brethren, or sister 
saihiee or mother, or wite, 01 
children, of lands for my name’: 
‘sake, shall receive an hundred- 
‘fold and shall possess life ever- 
lasting.” (St. Matt. xix, 27). 
Christ, also, declared: “There 
‘are eunuchs, who have made 
themseives eunuchs for the king- 
dom of Heaven. He that can take, 
let him take it” (St. Matt. 
12). In these passages Oui 
Lord, certainly, refers to volun- 
tary celibacy, and He holds out 
a very great reward to those who 
assume it. They “shall receive 
ian hundred fold ahd shall pos- 
‘sess life everlasting.”

We see 
there no exception. To say that 
‘St. Mark in so grave and practical a 
matter omitted the exception, trusting 
that his Gentile readers would be able 
te supply it from the Hebrew Gos- 
pel of Matthew, an assertion 
unworthy of serious consideration, 

The testimony, therefore, of St. 
Luke, the double testimeny of. St 
Mark and the double testimony of St. 
Paul, lead us to believe that adultery 
affords no ground for the dissolution 
the marriage tie. If the Gospel of 
Matthew had? not been written, 
would a doubt have been enter 
thined on this point. Readers of the 
New Testament would have said thet 
the word of. the Lord was clear and 
that His law in relation to the disso- 
lution of the perfect marriage bond 
admitted of no exception, 
then Matthew, 
expect find perfect accord 
with other writers.

We see how the other two evangelists 
distinguished between. “the putting 
away” of one’s wife and “the taking 
of another.”. The presumption is that 
in the mind of St. Matthew the same 
distinction existed, and tonsequently, 
as he says nothing abéut the “taking 
another wife,” he wag not speaking of 
“a putting away” that gave permis- 
sion for a second mar¥iage. Therefore 
he was not speaking of the dissolu- 
tion of the marriage tie. 

It useless to ‘object that “the 
Jews knew nothing about a limited 
divorce,” and that for them the phrase 
“putting away” meant a dissolution of 
the marriage bond. This assertion has 
never yet proved. It. seems, 
even on the face of thimgs, absurd to 
say that a Jew never “put away” his 
wife excepting in 
where he considered himself free to 
contract a marriage. ~More- 
over, Christ was not laying down His 
law for the Jews or shaping it ac- 
cording to their understanding of 
things. By the phrase “I say to you” 
He showed He was enaéting a law of 
New Kingdom, in Which, as Pro- 
testants themselves mtist admit, there 
a world of differenee-between “put- 
ting away’ a an's wife and obtain 
ing the privilege of $a@rrying again.
